London Saturday by an exchange of 
notes between Ambassador Reid and 
the British secretary of state for for­ 
eign affairs, has been made public by 
Acting Secretary of State Adee. 
Mr. 
Reid’s note reciting the agreed term s 
of the modus vivendi is dated Sept. 4 
and Sir Edward 
Grey’s reply, while 
dated Sept. 6, was 
not delivered to 
Ambassador Reid until Saturday night. 
The modus so arranged Is in term s 
and fact a substantial renewal of last 
year's agreement. 
The text of the modus vivendi is as 1 
follows: 
It is agreed that the fisheries shall 
be carried on during the present year 
substantially as they 
were actually 
carried on for the most part by m u­ 
tual agreement under the modus vi­ 
vendi of 1906. 
First—It 
is understood 
that

m ajesty’s government will not bring 
Into force the Now Foundland foreign 
fishing vessels act of 1906, which im­ 
poses en American fishing vessels cer­ 
tain restrictions In addition to those

—As a 
result of the adoption of a resolution 
governing the policy of the highway 
commission, 
adopted at 
a 
m eeting 
bf the 
commission 
yesterday, 
the 
counties, which for financial reasons, 
have been unable to avail them selves 
of the state aid offered by the com­ 
mission, 
can do so. 
Under the new 
policy the commission will assist the 
counties in building roads without r e ­ 
quiring that the roads, upon which the 
state money is expended, will be com­ 
pleted roads. 
Under the law creating the highway 
commission, it has the expenditure of 
of the money in the road and bridge 
fund and this has been apportioned 
among the respective counties each 
year. 
The amount apportioned to any 0f 
county would not be paid to the county 
however, unless it expended tw ice the 
sum on the road on which the money 
was spent. 
Under the old system it was found 
that many of the larger counties, par­ 
ticularly in the northern part of the 
state, were not in a financial condition 
to allow them to take advantage of the 
state aid offered because they had so 
many roads to build and could not spend 
the required amount to any one road.

FIRE IN NEWSPAPER PLANT 


Deemed Necessary That Allies Be A l­ 


lowed to Punish the Moors— Other 


Power* Approve the Plan Presented 


to Them. 


Paris, Sept. 7.— A most Important 
change, the Associated Press is In­ 
formed, has occurred in the political 
aspect of the Moroccan question, a 
change which may have a farreaching 
effect on the future of Morocco and 
the relations of the pow’era thereto. 
France and Spain have the Intention I 
to occupy the littoral ports of Morocco 
with their own forces and establish 
police 
organizations. 
This 
contem­ 
plated action results from the official 
announcement of the Moroccan gov­ 
ernment, through the war minister, 
E l Gabbas, that It is unable to guar­ 
antee the safety of tho European in­ 
structors of the International police 
force, which, under the terms of the 
Algcclras convention, was to be com­ 
posed 
of 
Moors. 
The dilemma of 
France and Spain, who by the terms 
of tho Algeciraa convention are com­ 
pelled to organize the international 
police* force, was submitted to the sig­ 
natory powers, Including the United 
States, and they all agreed that the 
situation demanded that France and 
Spain police Morocco themselves. A l­ 
though It Is distinctly stipulated that 
such occupation Is merely provisional, 
or until it Is safe to recruit the police 
from among the Moors, there is a 
strong feeling that the absolute an­ 
archy reigning In Morocco means that 
this occupation of the ports may be 
long drawn out, perhaps lasting in­ 
definitely. 
Moreover the occupation 
of the ports may cause serious com­ 
plications, resulting from the contin­ 
ued hostility of the fanatical Moors, a 
possibility which may compel an en­ 
largement of the police action and 
culminate in a virtual m ilitary control 
of lilt Moroccan empire. 
This, how­ 
ever, will depend on the attitude of 
the Moors. 
France has planned to occupy Maza- 
gan, Mogador, 
Safi 
m d Rabat and 
Spain Is to occupy E l Araish and 
Tetuan. 
France and Spain together 
will occupy Casa Blanca and Tangier. 


MILLIONS ARE INVOLVED. 


Big Railroad Fight Being Waged at 
Superior, W is. 


Superior, Wis., Sept. 7.— One of the 
biggest railroad ti grits that, was ever 
made for entrance and terminals In 
any city 
Is now being 
waged here, 
with the Soo and the stool trust as the 
parties that want to get In and with 
the Northern Pacific and Great North­ 
ern, particularly the latter, opposing 
the proposed line of the new compa­ 
nies. 
Commissioner Erickson 
and Engi­ 
neer Fence of the railroad commission 
went over 
the ground 
Friday. 
The 
Great Northern objects to the line of 
the 
steel trust and 
both roads 
are 
fignting the Soo. 
The big fight at present Is on the 
steel trust road, which will cut the 
Great Northern ore yards at Saunders. 
W . A. McGonagle, one of the direc­ 
tors of the steel trust road, testified 
before the commission that the few* 
milos of road it will build here will 
cost over $1,000,000, and he said that 
the plants that will he located In Su­ 
perior and Douglas county adjacent to 
the new railroad will cost many mil­ 
lions more. 
He said that pressed car 
we. ks, locomotive factories and things 
of that kind would
